Upon completion of a frac job, there was approximately 9,500 pounds of pressure on
the drill pipe.  While pulling on the drill pipe to move the crossover to the reverse
position, the hydraulic choke was not completely closed.  When the crossover tool hit
the reverse position, the 9500 pounds bled to zero within 55 seconds.  This caused a
tremendous surge of pressure to the overboard line.  This is a rubber 2 inch line,
which is rated for 10,000 pounds but normally only has 100 to 200 pounds of pressure
on it.  The line was secured with rope and chains.  When the pressure hit the line,
it parted the line from a tied down position.  The force caused the line to whip
around uncontrollably.  This line then struck an employee from behind and knocked him
into a handrail, causing several injuries.  The employee sustained four fractured
ribs,a laceration to his calf and brused spleen and kidney.  He was treated for a
blood clot in his leg, which has not been attributed to the accident.
